Life  at  best  is  a  fleeting  thing.  Scripture  everywhere  attests  this  fact.  "What  is  your  life?  .It  is  even 
a   vapour  that  appeareth   for  a    little  time,   and   then  vanisheth  away."

Mr.  Strimple  hails  from  our  neighbour  to  the  south, 
coming  from  the  state  of  Delaware.  The  university  of 
that  state  bestowed  upon  him  his  B.  A.,  and  in  1959  he 
received  his  B.  D.  from  the  Westminister  Theological 
Seminary,  Philadelphia.  He  also  received  his  Th.  M. 
from  this  same  seminary  in  1965. 

The  highlight  of  the  1961  year  for  Toronto  Bible  College 
was  when  Mr.  Strimple  came  to  lecture  in  Theology, 
Christian  Ethics,  and  Apologetics.

He 
earned  his  B.  A.  degree  from  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  and  later  graduated  from  Knox  College,  Toronto, 
in  1940.  Mr.  Honeyman  also  studied  at  Emmanuel 
College,  Victoria  University,  Toronto,  and  was  awarded 
his  B.  D.  in   1950  and  his  M.  Th.  in  1952.

REV.  WILLIAM  H.  CRUMP 

Hamilton,  Ontario  was  the  birthplace  of  Mr.  Crump, 
He  graduated  from  Toronto  College  in  1949.  After  his 
graduation  he  was  pastor  of  Bethel  Association  Gospel 
Church  in  East  Toronto  during  the  years  of  1949  to  1958. 
He  then  served  as  Director  of  Music  and  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  Calvary  Associated  Gospel  Church,  Toronto. 

Mr.  Crump  joined  the  Toronto  Bible  College  faculty  on  a 
full-time  basis  in  1960  serving  as  Director  of  Music  and 
Director  of  Student  Activities..  In  1965  he  was  appointed 
Dean  of  Students,  but  at  the  end  of  the  1967  term  he 
relinquished  this  position  to  become  Director  of  the  Bible 
School  Department.

Mr.  Macleod  worked  in  India  as  a  missionary  for  nine- 
teen years.  He  then  returned  to  Scotland  and  served  as 
a  pastor  in  Glasgow  for  four  years.  He  emigrated  to 
Canada  in  1957  serving  as  pastor  in  Sussex  and  in  Saint 
John,  New  Brunswick. 

In  1964  he  joined  the  Faculty  of  Toronto  Bible  College, 
and  lectures  in  Missions,  New  Testament,  and  English 
Language  and  Literature.
